Main,  Barton  and  Kmerald  streets, 
and  the  whole  loo  acres  had  been  bou>,'ht  for  a  yoke  of  oxpn  and  a  barrel 
otpork.  AlthouK'h  75  years  have  passed  since  the  first  church  was 
built,  Dr.  William  Case,  of  Itast  Hamilton,  has  a  very  vivid  remembrance 
of  the  "raisinjf  bee  "  and  is  fond  of  recalling?  the  event. 

Some  of  the  first  preachers  were  |<:ider  Culp,  Dr.  William  Case  and 
the  four  Ryerson  brothers  William,  John,  Kdwin  and  Hgerion;  the  last 
named  illustrious  man.  Rev.  K|-erton  Rverson,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  we  arp 
proud  to  think  will  rank  in  History  alongside  of  Pym  and  Hampden,  be- 
cause  of  his  ma^niifiicent  and  efl^ective  work  in  the  interests  of  civil  and 
reiffious  liberty.  The  two  prominent  reforms  with  which  his  name  is  indis- 
solubly  connected  are  the  secularization  of  the  Clergy  Reserves  and  the 
outlining  and  perfecting  of  a  national  system  of  education  for  Ontario,  un- 
surpassed by  any  other  in  the  world.  His  wife.  Hannah  Aikman,  was  one 
of  the  King  St..-et  Sunday  School  scholars,  and  she  was  buried  in  the 
hallowed  ground  surrounding  the  church,  and  the  stone  that  was  placed 
over  her  grave  can  still  be  seen  wiih  the  quaint  inscription:

In    .84.^    King   Street  Church   was  repaired  and  opened  a^ain  for 
Sunday  School  purposes.     Then  an  evening  preaching  service  was  com- 
menced and  continued  until   ,853.   when  the  church   was  remodelled  and 
opened  tor  regular  services.     Rev.    Drs.  James  Elliott,  S.  D.  Rice.  E.  B 
Harper     V\  .ll.arn    Hriggs.   (Jeo.    Douglass.    N.    Burwash.   .A.  Sutherland, 
VVm    Mosgrove  and  Rev.  J.  S.  [.aird  were  ministers  in  the  city  at  or  about 
that  time   and  the  three  churches,  King.  Wesley  and  McNab.  formed  one 
circuit      About    this    time    the    King  Street  Sunday  School  continued  to 
mcrease  so  rapidly  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  build  several  additions 
to  the  Church,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  scholars.      On  this  account  it 
was  sometimes  called   the  Cathedral   Church.     .After   the  remodelling  of 
King  Street  Church  a  few  of  the  Methodist  families  living  in  the  East  end 
again  connected  .hemselves  with  tne  Mother  Church,  but  the  majority  con- 
tinued attending  McNab  Street  Church. 

August  5th,  .867,  the  fir.t  Official  Board  Meeting  of  the  Hamilton 
East  Circuit  was  held  in  the  Ministers  Vestry  of  Old  King  Street  Church 
Kev.  Egerton  R.  Young,  superintendent,  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  members 
present  were:  Thos.  Monis.  Recording  Steward.  Francis  Day.  Benjamin 
Dunnett.  George  Copeland.  William  Dicker  and  Joseph  Skinner.  The 
names  of  other  members  of  the  Board  not  present  at  the  meeting  were 
Wm.  Hunt^er.  Henry  Gilden.  John  Farley  and  Wm.  Bateman.  On  May 
4th,  .868,  Rev  .  erton  R.  Young  and  Mrs.  Young  left  for  Norwav  House 
and  Rev.  James  Kines  succeeded  as  pastor.  It  was  during  his  pastorate 
that  the  present  stone  edifice  was  erected. 

^T  M  Jc  '^^^l^^^  Centenary  Church  was  completed,  and  the  people  from 
McNab  Street  Church,  moving  into  their  new  building,  generously  donated 
the  vacated  structure  to  the  King  Street  congregation.  Under  the  direct- 
.on  of  Rev.  S.  D.  Rice,  D.  D..  the  McNabStreet  Church  was  pulled  down  • 
each  stone  and  piece  of  timber  being  carefully  marked,  piece  bv  piece  it  was 
conveyed  to  the  present  site  and  re-built.
